Will Address Students In 
Biological Building 

Australia with all its distinctive 
features marking it as u country truly 
(different from other countries was 
dealt with in great detail at the week- 
ly meeting of the People's Forum in 
the Church of the Messiah last night 
when Prof. Herbert Henton o( the 
University "( Adelaide delivered an 
address on •'Australian Social Ideals." 

Prof. Heaton speaks again at 11 
o'clock this morning in Room- 22ô at 
the Biological Building when he is to 
address several of the classes iiv 
economies as well as any students 
interested. His discussion last night 
■was of particular interest to Montreal- 
crs, the professor giving a detail survey 
of the five principal features making 
Australia a distinct country.

Basil Williams, who acted its chairman

Coming from Australia after ten 
years of residence there. Prof. Heaton 
briefly skexchad the development of 
that remote country, its physical feat- 
ures, and the manner of its settlement. 
Gradually the feeling of nationhood 
had assesteà itself there and Australia 
began to shape her political and intel- 
lectual ideas independently to suit her 
needs. 

Situated far enough from England 
and other countries to be little in- 
fluenced by them Australia slowly put 
various experiments into practice. 
These were made more possible by tre 
fact that the great percentage of the 
country's population was native bora. 

Prof. Heaton briefly sketched th<? 
type or individuals who had settled 
the country and fheir reaction to the 
environment. He touched on the 
development of the Labor party therc- 
and then launched into a detail dis- 
cussion of Australia as a nation. 

First, Australia is a white nation, 
Prof. Heaton declared. He pointed out

Queen's were playing In a. manner 
worthy of thrlr championship title, 
thoy were getting their share of the 
breaks, and |t was only by playing 
nt top speed with full strenght that 
the Red and While could have hoped 
to beat tlienv This -wnç not. to bo. 
Early In the second quarter Hughes 
limped from the field with an injur- 
ed hip that, kept him out of the play 
for the Vest of the afternoon- Mcfllll 
played on without the services of their 
kicking star and with a line-up 
switched around as a result, of his 
retirement. For the time Phllpotts 
fell bnck to the half line and with 
Joe Cameron did the booting for the 
visitors in the second, while Boyd 
Mlllun went on at outside. 

Phllpotts' nose was broken to-day. 
He flnishod the game anil hardly 
anyone knew of his Injury until after 
the contest. 

Before half-time Murphy was «ont 
in to do the kicking and he continued 
through the third. In the latter peri- 
od he counted McCSIU's final two 
points when he sent long punts to 
the deadline. Then In the fourth 
MlcWes was kicking although Murphy 
returned towards tlic end. 

BACKFIELDS GOOD 
Loadley and Batstone were of 
course outstanding with their ball- 
carrying and kicking. But in runniirg 
back kicks they hardly overshadowed, 
the McCrili backflold, which did some 
great work, particularly in the last 
quarter when the Red and White wer* 
flghning a losing fight and the Queen's 
halves wore sending kick after kick 
behind the line. Time after time 
rouges seemed certain but Hanna an l 
Cameron kept getting the ball out 
through tho tacMcrs. Their running 
was wonderful while they worked to- 
gether well. Both were shaken up 
badly many times and towards the 
end Joe had to bo taken off. 

Tho McOlll line battled hard against 
their heavier opponents and the Tri- 
colour wore generally held on bucks 
although half a dozen times they 
broke throuutch for substantial gains.

LARGE ATTENDANCE 

Resolved That Jews Should 
Not Devrloo Distmct Cul- 
ture Was Subject 

That tho .lews should not seek to 
develop a distinct cultural life In 
America wns decMed upon yesterday 
afternoon, when B. Alexander nnd It 
C. GoVlonberg representing the fresh- 
men, gained the decision over D. Fdol 
nnd S. Hayes, of Uiq sophomores in un 
In tor-yen.:- debate nt tho Maccabnean 
Circle. 

The meeting, which was held In the 
McGill Union, commenced at three 
o'clock with Oomnrd Cohen, In the 
chair. When tho regular business of 
tho meeting bud been çone through, 
the president illiido several nnnounco. 
mentn regarding recent appoint- 
ments. 

Tho debate Itnelf, which was a 
freshmnn-sophomore competition wan 
declared lo bo the best ono of its kind 
ever heard on the floors of the circle. 

Tho subject was "Resolved that 
the .lo.wa should seek lo develop a 
distinct cultnnil life in America as 
well an In Palestine." 

I,. ISdel, '21 who spoko first for the 
affirmative defined culture as "the 
sum total of tho intellectual and ar- 
tistic activity of a. people." He em- 
phasized the fact (hat all over Am- 
erica organizations of Jewry — such 
as tho Mcnornh and Zionism — were 
springing up to maintain Jewish ideas 
nnd Ideals. The talk of "one hundred 
per cent Americanism" and "molting 
pot" was what Jews seek to avoid for 
fear of losing their distinct identity. 
Thus, he claimed, the Jews yearned 
for distinctiveness in culture, psy- 
c| used several quotations to strengh- 
chloglcally and temperamentally. Ed. 
cn bis points. 

H. C. Goldenberg. *2S, spoke first 
for the negative. To Ids' side It ap- 
peared that a distinct culture neces- 
sitated a distinct language., a distinct 
philosophy, and many other exclusive 
ideals that were inadvisable. He drew 
examples from history, also, to show 
that wherever this Jews had main- 
tained a dls-tlnct culture, persecution 
and expulsion bad followed. This, h« 
argued, was mainly due to the fact 
that distinctiveness meant segrega- 
tion and unsoclallbilily which brought 
on anti-semitlsm. 

History was also used to a great 
extent by S. Hayes, '27, who spoke 
next for the affirmative. He brought 
up many examples to prove that a 
pcoplo cannot be In a community 
without distinct culture. Othorwlse, 
he. claimed, this people lost their 
idonty. Ho spoke of the Greeks and 
of tho French-Canadians ns types of 
people who bad maintained them- 
selves as a. people due to their dis- 
tinct cultures. Hayes declared also, 
thai a distinct culture was necessary 
to maintain and reinforce a distinct 
religion. 

B. Alexander, '28, Mr the. negative, 
dwelt on the types of .lows that there 
wero at present In America, showing 
Ihelr reasons of Immigration nnd pro- 
vlng that the Rreat majority wero 
not only nnlnterwited In. but ovon un- 
desirable of cultivating un exclusive 
culture. Mob'- people, lis said did not 
wl „b lo return to the ghetto of ««' 
gregation, whilst those who bad na- 
tionalistic lendencies looked lo Pal- 
csrtlnft for Jwwisb culture 

Kdel In his I rehutlitl for tho af- 
firmative Inquired whether the Jews 
are going to give up. now, tho gorl- 
oiih fight of their forofathors for Jew- 
ish culture.

MECHANICAL CLUB 
TRIFVA SUCCESS 

Interesting Subjects Dwelt 
Upon by Professor 

The llocholnga Power Plant of the 
Montreal Tramways Company had as 
tholr v:t:l!or on Saturday last the 
McOII] Mcc:antcnl Cluh. 

A small number made up the party 
which proceeded In a body from Ihc 
Union. Upon arrival nt tho plant Mr. 
Lilly, the head operating engineer 
took charge. of the parly |m_ 
mediately escorted them around the 
boiler room .describing as bo went the 
spoelul points of Interest lo the stu- 
dents. In thl3 boiler room there aro 1 I 
hollers of 550 It. j\ each, I nf 125(1 
II. P. and two newly Installed ones of 
2G00 ll. P. Those boilers aro all or the 
Babcock and Wilcox Wator Tube 
type. 

The feed water Is drawn from tho 
river nnd pasacid through tho feed 
water heaters, where. It. Is heated to 
about 180 K. and then It goes through 
tho economizers, wboio It Is heated to 
about 241) degrees' amd thon It goes to 
the hollers. One of Ihc new 2500 Hi P. 
hollers was having a new design of 
grate Installed at It is believed to b» 
better than She regular Babcock and 
Wilcox grate. In this holler thero Is a 
total of a.bollt 6000 tubes including 
superheater tubes, water tubes, etc. 

.These furnaces arc all automatically 
stoked and every hit of coal Is weigh- 
ed before, it Is placed In the hokers. It 
Is distributed by a. travelling overhead 
car which is driven by elcctrlcty. 

The party then proceeded to look 
over the engine room. The mechanism 
was explained by Prof. McKergow who 
was present at the time. There arc 
three CbrilBH Knglnes of the com- 
pound marine typo. Two are. 2000 H. 
P. each and tho third of 4000 H. P. 
They are all connected to direct current 
generators. Each one is provided with 
a barometric condenser which allows 
the Ptcam to bo used until the pressure 
is almosit negligible. As the engine is 
almost 30 ft. in height it is not neces- 
sary to lead the steam up to the con- 
denser, but enters it tho momcn: it 
leaves the cylinder. 

The mvo most powerful units of thl 
plant are the two 20,0000 IT. V. Curtis 
Turbines. They arc connected to aller- 
nating current generators. It was 
pointed out by Prof. McKergow- that a 
turbine of about five Unies the powe 
that an ordinary engine will produce 
Is only'about one fourth the size of 
tho engine. The exhaust steam from 
these turbines goes into jet condenser 
whero almost a perfect vacuum is 
maintained. 

It wis explained that this power, 
houso was only to supply power for 
peak loads and in caeo of em»rgencie.= 
When necessary the plant can produc. 
45000 II. p. i„ c;ise i ny olUslde plim 

should break down.
